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la Between 1 and 7 July 194®, maneuvers were carried out by a notorized rifle 
division, reinforced by two companies of amored cars, in the Grossaperburg 
(1-36) area of Kreis Salzwedel. The main body of the division reached the 
vicinity of Grossapenburg in the early hours of 1 July 1948 after a forced 
march* Light AA guns leap-frogged along the axis of advance to afford pro- 
tection against air attack* The main axis of advance was the Letzllngen- 
Solpke-K18tze road. The division went under canvas in the wooded area of 
Grossapenburg* 

2« The object of the exercise appeared to be the practising of signal communi- 
cations, since an unusually large number of troops was observed in the pro- 
cess of laying lin?s and setting up IJT posts. The only transmitters which 
could be observed were pack sets similar in appearance to the German n B fl model 
pack radio transmitter 

3a All of the troops were between 20 and 22 years of age, and the junior officers 
W3re also in this age group. Bet-jeen 5 and 7 July, the units returned ^in^ly 
to Letzlingen (1-53) by night. The division had long been stationed on the 
Letzlinger Heide and cane under the command of a corps headquarters located 
in stendal (1-85).
